find their homefolks supporting them. 
Until the state and federal governments 
arc willing to assume the financial sup- 
port of the whole relief and pension pro- 
gram (and the localities will be eager 
enough to surrender that responsibility) 
the attempt of those governments to reach 
in and to dictate how much the county 
shall pay its pension office stenographers, 
clerks and caseworkers will be resented 
and opposed. 


And until the state and federal govern- 


ments are able to get a friendly and co- 
operative response from the localities, 
including the public officers and their con- 
stituents, they will be wasting time and 
money in drafting civil service plans 
which cannot be enforced. 


It appears to those who are interested 


in the subject of extending the merit sys- 
tem to all local governments as far as it 
is practicable that the men and women 
responsible for the present effort are lack- 
ing in tact and reasonable, if not com- 
mon sense, in their proposals. 


It develops that the draft of the civil 


service ordinance recently presented to 
the counties is in large part the work of 
Martha Phillipps, who is employed by 
the federal social security department. 
Miss Phillipps' office is in Chicago, and 
she has been assigned to work with Wis- 
consin officials in the application of the 
civil service law passed by congress a 
year ago, and by the state legislature lat- 
er. 
Now Chicago is not so far distant 


that the federal government's represen- 
tatives there should not be 
acquainted 


with the wide variations in local econom- 
ic conditions in Wisconsin, with the fact 
that some of the counties in northern Wis- 
consin are virtually bankrupt. 


That representative should not have 


to be told that there would be immediate 
protest if it were proposed that Douglas 
and Rock counties, at the two extremes 
of the economic scale among the respective 
geographic sections of Wisconsin, 
be 


classed together in determining the salar- 
ies of pension workers. 
But that is ex- 


actly what happened. 
Douglas county, 


which contains the only city in Wisconsin 
which has issued scrip all during the last 
decade, which has more extreme finan- 
cial problems than 
any 
other county, 


which is constantly besieging the state 
treasury for emergency aids to support 
ordinary expenses of local government 
where the tax collectors literally don't 
know from day to day where the next 
dollar is coming from, will pay its pen- 
sion workers more than any other coun- 
ty except Rock if the proposed ordinance 
is adopted. 


Consequently we don't wonder when 


the movement to extend the civil ser- 
vice principle into county government 
makes no perceptible progress after more 
than half a year of discussions.

Last year the total tax bill for the steel 


corporation reached $67,000,000 as com- 
pared to $48,800,000 for 1938.

It so 
happened that the steel concern had a 
profit of only $41,100,000 for that year, be- 
fore paying taxes. The tax bill for the 
year amounted to $48,800,000 or 118.7 per 
cent of the profit; or, in other words, the 
taxes more than wiped out the profits. 


The upward trend of taxes on indus- 


try is shown in the fact that levies for 
1937 amounted to 48 per cent of the prof- 
its compared to the 62 per cent taken in 
1939. 


These figures show that taxes have 


become virtually the largest charge that 
big concerns must pay, and they show 
how quickly profits can vanish.

minds of men. And all this because, re- 
cently at least, Wisconsin has followed the 
plain signs of its primary in the November 
election, and the nation has followed it 
too. 


But slogans may be left to the slogan 


makers and those other finicky gentle- 
men who expect to run even the universe 
upon some Tom Thumb jingles. 


The impressive significance of the pri- 


mary lies in the fact that Wisconsin does 
not want Mr. Roosevelt for a third term. 
The Progressives in substantial numbers 
voted for Roosevelt and the Socialists in 
Milwaukee rallied to him as the Prussian 
Junkers rallied to Hitler. But they were 
not enough. In case Mr. Roosevelt does 
run for a third terrri wouldn't it be ap- 
propriate, and a sweet little gesture, to re- 
christen his party as the Social Demo- 
cratic?

Tips From U. S. 


Must Have 
Elementary 


Knowledge of Many Sci- 


ences, Survey Shows 


Washington— The ability to bring 


(he right tools and to cope with 
an emergency now and then is not 
sufficient to be ft good plumber 
according to the U. S. Office of 
Education. 


The day of 
the "handy man" 


pfumber is past, the office reports, 
and today an efficient 
plumber 


must have "an elementary knowl- 
edge of 
bacteriology, chemistry 


psysics. mathematics and drawing 
as they apply 
to the 
plumbing 
trade." 


In addition • to this knowledge 


the plumber should also "know 
something about, the history and 
organization of the plumbing trade 
plan reading, plumbing materials, 
fixtures and appliances, care anc 
use of tools and equipment, safety 
and accident prevention, plumbing 
laws and the business aspects o 
plumbinp." 


The office of education, which 


has made a study of the plumbing 
business, says that "the industry 
regrets the case with which it has 
been possible in the past for an in- 
dividual to 'break in' to the trade 
by working for a master plumber 
for a brief period and then going 
into the plumbing business for him- 
self." 


In order 1o curtail the intrusion 


of the "handy man" type plumber 
into the trade, the education office 
suggests a five year apprenticeship 
for prospective plumbers, including 
720 hours of instruction in subjects 
related to the trade under supervi- 
sion of local boards of education. 
This indenture plan to be formu- 
lated by organizations representing 
employes and workers, the office 
said, would insure the entrance into 
the trade of only those who have 
.been adequately trained for it.

The trowel takes a gardener down 


on his or her knees; it makes him 
familiar with the things he grows 
and the soil they grow in; it is use- 
ful in the important job of thinning 
out and in the finer points of culti- 
vating: it is a tool that a gardener 
always wants nearby, and it should 
be a good one. Nothing is more 
useless than a trowel of poor ma- 
terial, which will bend or break at 
the very time strength is most 
needed. The expense of a heavy 
one of steel may be spread over 
many years of faithful service.

We think of Africa as a hot place 


and it is hot — too hot — in

parts. Yet there are cool places as 
well. Some of the mountains rise 
more than 14,000 feet.

are over three miles high. 


The highlands of Africa are cool 
ertain mountain peaks have snow 


on them the year around. 


Africa has the second largest lake 


in the world. It is known as Lake 
Victoria, and is larger than Lake 
Huron or Lake Michigan. There is 
only one larger body of fresh wa- 
ter — Lake Superior. 


Another lake in Central Africa 


isn't so large, but is interesting for 
another reason. I am thinking o: 
Lake Chad. 


Lake Chad has many rivers which 


flow into it, but has none which 
flow out. From this, we might ex- 
pect it to turn into a salt lake, but 
that hasn't happened yet. The rainy 
season helps to keep the water 
fresh. 


Each year heavy rains make the 


lake swell in size. 
In the dry 


months of May and June, it covers 
hardly 10.000 sqaure miles. In the 
wet months of December and Jan- 
uary. it grows to an area of from 
35,000 to 20.000 square miles. 


The rains do a great deal to keep 


the water from getting salty, but the 
lake is not so fresh as the Great 
Lakes. 
There 
are extra-shallow 


parts of Lake Chad where the wa- 
ter is "brackish" or, in other words, 
a bit salty.

disease near Tryon, N. C., in 1935, 
when hundreds of the trees began 
dying. 


Local 
residents reported 
this 


dying began about 1930, when only 
a lew trees were affected. Now 
:he disease has extended its area as 
far north as Richmond, Va., and 
south as far as LaGrange, Ga. 


Maryland Border Line 


The mimosa, or silktree, is a 


much esteemed shade tree with 
graceful fern-like leaves and color- 
ul flowers. It has grown in popu- 
arity in recent years in the South 
and is common along roads and 
treets and in lawns as far north 
as Maryland. 


The 
disease spreads 
rapidly, 


ausing the leaves to droop and 
he branches to die. In a short 
ime the whole tree dies. More 
dan 70 per cent of the mimosa 
rees in the affected area have been 
killed.

procedures could be used to .delay 
justice, but Mr. Roosevelt has been 
given only one side of the contro 
versy. He hns not been permitted to 
know the abuses of power whicl 
have been exercised by governmen 
tal commissions. He has not re 
moved from office persons guilty o: 
flagrant abuse of power and so it is 
quite natural that the pendulum o 
reform will swing clear to the other 
direction •. when citizens are 
ag- 


grieved, when they are denied fair 
hearings and when regulations are 
arbitrarily imposed that have no 
basis in law or the constitution. 


What is wqrse is that these com- 


missions engage in lobbies to pre- 
vent the passage of any laws re- 
stricting their powers and the presi- 
dent is apparently wholly unaware 
of such violations of the criminal 
code because he has 
versed the attorney 


not yet re- 
general who 


has refused to indict high officials 
though they have publicly confess- 
ed to violations of the federal anti- 
lobbying statutes. 


The Logan-Walter bill should be 


amended, but its main provisions 
constitute a real issue which may 
easily get into the campaign—the 
issue of a fair deal at the hands of 
government "for rich 
a'nd poor 


alike" as the highest judicial oath 
prescribes.

in dry, sandy prairie regions, the 
earthworm is found all over the 
globe. There are a great many spe- 
cies of various sizes, those in rich 
tropical soils being the largest. 


Part of the earthworm's food is 


made up of tiny particles of de- 
caying vegetable matter found in 
the soil, therefore it is much more 
common in rich soil than in poorer 
land. Sterile sandy soil is almost de- 
void of food and the earthworm is 
absent in those spots, .as any fish- 
erman knows who has ever" tried 
to dig for bait in sandy ground. 


Brings Up Soil 


During the winter it remains dor- 


mant, several feet below the sur- 
face of the ground. After warm wea- 
ther and spring rains it works its 
way 
upward, 
traveling 
easily 


through soft moist earth. When it 
strikes a layer of hard earth, it lit- 
erally eats its way through, swal- 
lowing bits of sand and dirt in its 
path until it reaches the surface. 


The digestible parts of soil and 


dirt it eats are used to nourish its 
body and the indigestible portions 
are ejected in the form of castings 
when it reaches the earth's surface. 
The ejection outlets are a pair of 
organs called "nephridia" placed on 
each segiment of its many-segment- 
ed body. 


Through this tunneling and feed- 


ing, and the consequent casting of 
waste matter, it is estimated that in 
rich meadowland the earthworms 
bring up to the surface one-fifth of 
the bottom soil each year. This in 
itself is of benefit to the soil. Be- 
sides this, the earth becomes honey- 
combed through their burrowing 
activities, allowing air and moisture 
to penetrate, a further assistance the 
lowly earthworm lends the farmer. 


Has Hairy Legs 


Although they are too minute to 


be seen by the naked eye, the 
worm has hairy "legs" on the under- 
side of its body. By these alone it 
could not move so Nature has pro- 


vided it with two sets of muscles, 
a circular set just underneath the 
skin, and a longitudinal set beneath 
these. By this arrangement it is able 
to lengthen the fore part of its body 
(you've seen them do this when 
baiting a fish hook), contract the 
hind part, gradually pushing up the 
thickened portion of the front, and 
again extend a thinned body for- 
ward. 


Why do earthworms come 
out 


only at night or during a rain, you 
may wish to know. Their skins 
are covered by a mucous slime 
which dries out in the sun 
but 


without which they could not live, 
so they remain underground dur- 
ing hot sunny hours/ They are 
said not to be able to see or hear, 
but when they travel on the sur- 
face of the ground they feel 
for 


bits of twigs, leaves, and 
other 


vegetable matter which they feed 
on, a supplement to their diet of 
earth. That is why they are so 
abundant in 
spots 
where 
dish 


watar or garbage is thrown. 


The thickened ring 
which 
if 


found in the middle of their bod- 
ies 'holds the cocoon of eggs, from 
which the 
young develop. 
Al- 


though earthworms 
are 
herma- 


phrodites, having both male and 
female organs in one body, they 
must mate with one another 
in 


order to produce fertile eggs. After 
the eggs are fertilized the cocoon 
is expelled through an opening in 
the worm's head. 


Has Its Place 


Calling an earthworm an insect 


is not "according to Hoyle," 
be- 


cause its worm form is its adult 
stage, not as in the case of cater- 
pillars, maggots and grubs, an im- 
mature larvae form of butterfly, 
moth, fly or beetle. The cocoons 
of eggs are placed in the ground 
and from these the tiny pink an- 
gleworms ' emerge, 
feed. 
grow, 


copulate and die, without 
going 


through the true insect's custom- 
ary metamorphosis. 


S o m e t i m e s angleworms are 


found in rain barrels and 
other 


enclosed 
containers and at one 


time it was thought 
down with the rain. 


they 
came 


In their in- 


fancy earthworms are so tiny they 
are able to creep 
cracks in barrels. 


through 
tiny 


They are able 


to crawl over upright, smooth sur- 
faces and make their way into 
barrels, cisterns and other 
places 


in this way. 


When thinking about any lowly 


forms of life we may often won- 
der why they exist, but a 
little 


study of their life and habits 
Shows us that everything lias its 
place and "each thing in its place 
is best." 
Some, like the 
earth- 


worm, are of direct benefit to us. 
Others may be pests to us. but arc 
beneficial to some desirable form 
of life, which could not live with- 
out the "pest." 
« 


Sometimes you must go through 


quite a chain of reasoning before 
you discover the 
usefulness of a 


species, but in the end you will 
find it. This idea of "one species 
living because of another, is car- 
ried 
out 
and 
interwoven all 


through 
the 
plant and 
animal 


dngdom fend is what is meant 
vhen we speak of "The balance of 
STature." Man 
frequently upsets 


;his balance by introducing new 
species, or 
by 
exterminating a 


native species which to him seems 
undesirable. Nature, punishes man 
and he sees his mistake, again tries 
to right things by artificial means.
